NOTIFICATION 


The 6th August 2007 
No. 31363 — III-HE -CHSE - 10 /2006 -HE.— In exercise of the powers conferred by sub - section (3 ) 
of Section 30 of the Orissa Higher Secondary Education Act, 1982 ( Orissa Act 19 of 1982 ), the 
State Government do herebymake the following regulations further to amend the Orissa Higher 
Secondary Education Regulations, 1982 , namely; 


(i) These regulations may be called the Orissa Higher Secondary Education (Second 

Amendment) Regulations, 2007 . 
(ii) They shall come into force on the date of their publication in the Orissa Gazette . 


2. In the Orissa Higher Secondary Education Regulations , 1982 , in Chapter VII, in regulation 121 , 
in sub -regulation (4 ), relating to heading Compulsory, for Part II the following shall be substituted 
namely : 

" (i) Environmental Education (EE )" 

The above subject will be assessed at the College level for 100 marks (70 marks for theory 
and 30 marks for practical) at the end of 1st year of +2 Course and the Grades ( A +, A , B , C , D ) in 
order ofmerit are to be awarded by the College and the same shall be recorded in the body of the 
pass certificate given by the Council subsequently . The Grade secured in Environmental 
Education (EE ) will not affect the result of the candidates . 

( ii) Yoga 

Yoga will be taught as a compulsory subject and assessed at the College level for 100 
marks (50 marks for theory and 50 marks for practical). The Theory Examination shall be conducted 
at the end of 1st year class ( 11th Class ) and the Practical Examination shall be couducted at the 
time of text Examination in 2nd year ( 12th Class ). Grades ( A +, A , B , C and D ) in order of merit are 
to be awarded by the College and the same shall be reflected in the body of the pass certificate 
issued by the Council. The Grades secured in Yoga will not affect the result of the candidates . 
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While awarding grades for assessment of “ Environmental Education ” (EE ) and “ Yoga ” the 
following shall be kept in view :
